Dear Sir: — 

The reply to your esteemed favor of the 28th inst., accepting our Proposal of the 27th 
inst., for One Set of Folding Vault Doors, from the First National Bank of Birmingham, Ala. to 
be thickened up for Vault “A” at Twelve Hundred Dollars ($1200.00). 

We find on commencing work on these doors, that we cannot make the frames to 
conform in appearance with the frames of Vaults “B” - “C” - & “D” as we had hoped, nor make 
a satisfactory job either for ourselves or the Mint, by undertaking to rebuild these doors, and will 
therefore make you a new set of doors, of the same size before specified, with one course of 5 
ply steel and iron in the outer doors, two plates of iron in the inside doors, and a vestibule of 3/8” 
iron, with round bolt work on the outside doors, flat belt work on the inside doors, and locks for 
both sets of doors similar to those recently put on the doors for vault “H” for which we will make 
no additional charge. 

The frames of these new doors will be made to conform in appearances with vaults “B” - 
“C” & “D”. 


Please advise if this will be satisfactory, and oblige.
